United States commission-
er, has ruled that the crime for which
James Lynchehaun was sentenced in
Ireland was a political crime and that
Lynchehaun should be released from
custody., Mr. Moores decided that the
assault on Mrs. McDonnell by Lynche-
haun was incidental to the popular
movement to overthrow the landlord
system of Ireland.

8.10.803. Mr. Castle says:

Loi uie postal transactions can Have no
examination whatever In the post of
flee department. Less than S130,0X,-
000 of the $1,000.CH)0.000 annual trans
actions can have the shadow of a
'double audit.' "

The report recommends an amend
ment to the law prohibiting the pay
mrnt of any salaries or expenditures
pertaining to the business of the posl
office department by order on a post-
master. It also recommends otiiei

safeguarding amendments, togethei
with an increase of 100 clerks to ban
die current business and vitally im-

portant work necessary to the safe
audit of $1,000,000,0(10 a year. Tit
auditor summarizes the recent invest
gation of the methods of his ofiiee and
deprecates the fact that the auditor
keeps no accounts for postage stamps
stamped paper and envelopes, etc.
bought by the post office department
from the manufacturers or contractors
and urges a law to remedy this defect.
He also makes other, recommendations
concerning the affairs of the depart-
ment.

KILLED rUEDUE STUDENTS,

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. .Kixteen
persons wore killed and over fifty in-

jured, some fatally, in the collision be-

tween a special passenger train on tlie
Four railroad and a freight engine

villi a cut of coal ears. The accident
happened on 1lie edjjo of this city. The

passenger train of twelve coaches was'
carrying W5 icrons, nearly ail of
whom were students of Purdue univer-

sity and tlieir friends!, from Lafayette
to Indianapolis for the annual football
game between Purdue and the Indiana
university. In the first coach back of
the engine were the Purdue team, sub-

stitute players and managers." Three-player-

the assistant coach, trainer ami
neven substitute players of the univer-
sity team were killed, and every one of
the fifty-thre- e other persons in the ear

- was either fatally or seriously Injured.
How the Diaaater Occurred.

Around a curve at the Fifteenth
street cut Engineer .Schumaker found
directly in front of him the freight en-

gine and coal ears moving slowly from
a switch leading to a gravel pit. lie
reversed his engine and jumped.

The crash burled the passenger en-

gine and three front coaches against
the steel freight cars loaded with coal

. that plowed their way through and
buried under a pile of wreckage weigh-
ing many tons fully sixty human be-

ings.
The first car, in which were the play-- ,

ers, was completely demolished, the
roof being torn away and landiiw
across a car of coal, while the body of
the ear was reduced to kindling wood
against the side of the steel 'freight
ears. The second coach, containing the
band of musicians, was partly tele-

scoped, while the third coach was over-
turned and hurled down a fifteen foot
embankment.

The other coaches did not leave the
track. President Stone of the univer-
sity, with his family, was In the fifth
coach and was not injured. Imme-
diately afler the shock the passengers,
men and women, began the frantic
Work of tearing away the wreckage
and pulling out dead and dying class-
mates and fraternity brothers. The
young women performed heroic work.
Though the bodies were in several in-

stances horribly mangled, one com-

pletely and one parrially beheaded,
they took upon their laps the heads .

the dying and injured and sooth-- .'
tlieir sufferings as best they could until
the surgeons arrived.

A general alarm was sounded, and
every assistance the city could afford
was rushed to the wreck, which wi;s
inree nines rrom the business center.
Surgeons dashed up in automobiles;
tire wagons, ambulances, express wag-
ons, undertakers' vehicles, private con-
veyances and even delivery wagons
were seu to carry away the dead and
Injured. White these were being car-
ried to the morgues and hospitals the
work of tearing away the wreck and
rescuing those pinned beneath went
on. Ilig, muscular students wept aloud
as they stood over, the bodies of their
dead friends and fellow workers or
gazod helpless upon the sufferings of
their college mates writhing in pain.

Other Uenthx Kxpneleil. -

The Injured are in at least twenty
cases in a very serious condition. A

dozen or more have broken bones, and
in several cases there are compound
fractures of two and even three limbs.
The death list is expected to grow.

Two of the Injured died after being
taken to the hospitals.
